Mr. Sclirciiier. . acci'iitiiig ilr. Merri- 
iiiaii's cliiiilcn;.'!' as a veiled censure of 
liiiiiself ami -his goveriiuieiit. said lio 
would supportH^iIlie treason bill, which 
sliowed wisdom uiid statcsmaiisliip, be- 
cause it formed a rift In tlie clouds of 
tile future. From liis point of view, it 
was a lenient measure. li'w colleagues 
liad failed to nn'OKiiizc- tliat amnesty 
was a constitutional prerogative of the 
Imperial government. Wlicn Mr. Chani- 
lierliiiiiV. reply was received to the niini.s- 
terlal iiiitiiites, urging amnesty — an ai:t 
oil the p.'irt of tile Cape government 
tliar. ini|ilii'il no inlerfereiice with the 
prerogative of the Hritisli crown — and 
wlieii it was found tliat tliis reply modi- 
lied the first proposals, he (Mr. Sclirei- 
iier) urged the summoning of a mooting 
of tlio Afrikander (larty. A majority of 
its iiu'iiibers refUKcd to accept tin' 
proposition for a year's disfraucliise- 
meiit, wliereiipon lie iiiimeiliately re- 
signed. He said lie wislied utterly to 
repudiate tin' diarge that an .\friUaiider 
coiis|iinicy liad ever existed. If a con- 
spiracy liad existed, why was he not in 
it'.' Sympathy with the Boers was not 
disloyalty, iirovideil tliat true allegiance 
was niaiiitiiiiied. 

The debate on this motion wujj very 
Idtter, and occupied the attention of the 
house for live sittings. 

Mroadly described, the treason bill 
tixes tlio responsibility and future 
status of ivbellious Buhjects of tiuoen 
Victoria in the colony of the Cape of 
tiood Hope, although tlie (lucstion of 
compensation is Ml to another session, 
and the crux of the debate was the 
(luestion whether indeuuiity sIkuiUI in- 
clude amnesty. Afrikander B\uu\ lead- 
ers nvitiled themselves of the opportu- 
nity to nttack Mr. .Toseph Chauihcr- 
lalu's South African policy, especially 
as it affects the Uape Dutch, and to 
accaise Mr. Schreinei— himself a Diitcli- 
man— of "betraying the Dutch" and 
Of violating implied if not expresn 
pledges to llie Uiind. Messrs. Sclireinvr 
and .Solomon had vottfd with the govern- 
ment majority on the Oral reading. 

Mr. Uose-Innes, in moving tlie Becoml 
reading, appinilcd to the members of tlie 
liotls(> to exercise common sense and 
self-reBtraint in dealing with the hill, 
rennirkini; that If tlle cdony emorgod 
from' the ordeal it would amply vindi- 
cate its rights to self-government. He 
characterized the pnnishmont which it 
was propo.sed by the bill to mete out To 
the rebels as "the mildest imaginable," 
observing that the rank and file, if tried 
by ordinary courts, would be liable to 
disfrnnehisemont for life. He saiil if 
the Afrikander party suffered owing to 
the disfranchisement of rebels, no 
blame could be attached to the Iniperiiii- 
ists. 

Mr. Merrimnn, speaking for the opjio- 
sition, declared that the bill was an ex- 
pression of Mr. Clntmberhiin's desire to 
establish nn artificial majority to do his 
biddin;;, and to grind the whole race. 
He predicted that it would perpetuate 
strife, render a settlement impossible, 
and create new crimes. He said in- 
had not the slightest doubt that tne 
object of the hill was to wreak political 
venseancG on the Afrikander party. 

Pretoria, Aufr. 21.— Col, Godfrey, the 
judge, in summing up the Cordua trial, 
caused n sensation by declarini; that a 
violation of parole was punishable with 
death. A period of 43 minntes wan 
occupied in considering the veinlict.

Begin to Appreciate British Foresight in 
Landing Men. 

N(!w York, Aug. 2"2.— The execiitive 
committee of the American ^Visiatic As- 
sociation have received the following 
cablegram from the American Arisoci- 
atiou of (_"liiiia, at Slinnghai: "Siliiation 
in the Yang T.sc- valley increasingly crit- 
ical; military (titimate 1,5,000 troops 
needed to protect Shanghai." 

rUlNCE OEOHGE. 

He Intends Visiting Canada in a Short 
Time. 

Toriinto, Aug. 22. — A special cable jiuh- 
lii-licd liere confirms yoi^terdtiy's de- 
spatch as to I'rince George's intention 
of visiting Canada. We will sail short- 
ly, iu. the, royal yacht Victoria and Albert 
■for Hifllfifx, and will spend eonie time 
in Canada, and .perhaps visit the United 
Stot?S. '.v.;-,. 



London, Aug. 23.— (4 a.m.)— "To-day 
l.MO Americans attacked the imperial 
pal.ice," says a despatch to the Morning 
I'ofit from I'ekin, dated August 15, "and 
captured four of the courts. 'ITie United 
Stales flag is dying over the imperial 
granary, and the imperial bank has been 
looted." 

Describing eventt; iirior to the relief, 
the Morning I'ost corretjpuiideni cables: 

"On August 12, the TKung Li Yainen 
requested a conference with a view to 
peace. So armistice was granted, bow- 
ever, and that night we endured tho 
longest fusilade of the whole fiiege. It 
lasted twelve limu'fi. 

Uii August l.'j the 'IVuiig Li Yanieii 
begged to he excused from any confer- 
ence, saying that the mcuibertH were too 
busy. Later they wrote that they had 
forbidden tiring on tit, and would court- 
martial any wlio disobeyed. During tho 
evening many shells fell in the legation 
cumpuu nd." 

The Daily Chronicle published an in- 
terview with the .iapaueee minister ia 
London, Kato Kulhikl, which represents 
him at; having said: ■ 

"'rhe Empress je the heart and soul of. 
China. Whether the supreme power is 
taken from her or not, she will always be 
the greatest force, the one above nil oth- 
ei-rt to lie n.'ckoned with. The diUleulty 
will be to get nay oue who can speak for 
her. I fear that the inllueuce of Li 
Hung Chang ia now of extremely little 
weight. 

"'I'he powers must come to a final na- 
derstandmg quickly. 'Anarchy, blood- 
shed and misery throughout CUna would 
be inevitalile if a policy does not inimodi- 
atoly diricloso itself. The government 
must be re-established." 

The .lapaiiese envoy exprcB-sed his ni)- 
proval regarding a conference of the pow- 
ern, and said he believed that satisfactory 
pecuniary coinpeuHaliou would be secured 
if the forces in China were properly de- 
veloiied, despite the fact that her pres- 
ent revenues are pledged. 

Three liiiiulred and beventy-live thous- 
and Uust^iaa troops are already in the 
Far East or on the way liy laiid'aad sea, 
or under orders to euiunrk. Thit; state- 
ment is made by the .Moscow coricKpon- 
dent of the Daily Graphic, who adds that 
niubiiixatiuu is m jirogress all over Euro- 
pean Kurisia, and that there are now at 
Udetisa fourteen steamers chartered to 
take troops. According to a iSt. I'eterti- 
burg special, a telegram hac; been re- 
ceived at the lUissian capital froiu Shang- 
hai announcing the aeparture of Ld 
Jtlung Chang lor I'ckin. 

Washington, Aug. 22.— After a long 
conference at the White House to-day,, 
the reply of the United States to the ap- 
plication of Li Hung Chung for the ap- 
pointment of a .peace (loinuiissioncr was. 
completed, and a copy of the reply sent 
to the Chinese minister, Mr. Wu, to be 
ror\v!irded to Earl Li. The State depart- 
ment made detinite announcement that tho 
reply had been conveyed to Mr, Wu, but 
added to its oillcial utterance that tho 
correspondence would uot be made pub- 
lic until to-morrow morning. 

The reply of the United iStatea govern- 
ment to Li Hung Chang is. In brief,. that 
the government cannot enter upon uego- 
tious until there is a government 
in China which can prevent 
the hostilities of Chinese trooiis 
and citizens against thij forces, 
of the powers. The text of the reply has 
been communicated to the other govern- 
ments. 

The istate department authorizes the 
annouiiccinent of the receipt at an early 
liour this morning, through consul at 
Ghee Foo, of a telegram from Mr. Con- 
ger, iu the department cipher, to the fol- 
lowing elfcct; 

"I'ekin, Aug. 19.— The entire city, with 
the exceptjon of the imperial palace, is oc- 
cupied by .lapancse, Itu.ssian, British, 
American and French. It iis being appor- 
tioned into districts for police supervi- 
sion. The Chinese army tied. The im- 
perial family and tlie court have gone 
westward, probably to Siau Fu, in tho 
province of Sheu Si. -No repretieutativctt 
of the Chinctse government are in sight 
in I'ldiin, and the conditions an? cliaotic. 
Many missionaries atarted for home,, 
while others remain iu charge of the 
Christian refugees, numliering about 
1,000." - 

New York, Aug. 22.— The first cable- 
grams which have come to the mission, 
hoards in this city ticsn Pekin since com- 
munication was cut off, over two mouthja. 
ago, arrived to-day. One of them was 
received hjr the Presbyterian Board ot 
Foreign Missions. It came from tho 
Itov. Dr. W'herry, of Pekin, and was. 
dated Chec Foo, where it is tiuppused to 
have been sent via Tien Tsin. It was as. 
follows: 

"Maekay and some converts marvel- 
lously escaped. Wire Iriends." 

Uobert Siieer, one of the secretaries ot 
the board, commented on this as fol- 
lovi's: "There in much doubt as to tlnv 
meaning of the mcusage. The most hope- 
ful interpretation is that it refers to Puo 
Ting Fu, and that t-oine converts may bo 
mistaken for the Sinicoxes. At 'any 
rate, it is clear that all tlie regular mis- 
sionaries of the I'rtebyteriau church at 
Pekin are safe and that property is de- 
stroyed." 

Tho Rev. Dr. A. Leonard, of the 
Methodist Mdssionary [society, also le- 
ct-'ived n calilegrani from I'el.iin iw fol- 
lows: "Pekin, relieved; nil mcml)er« 
safe, well." This was signed by llev, 
Geo. Davis and Rev. Mr. (iamewell. 
There were 18 members Of the Methodist, 
missions ia Pekia during the siege.

Allies and Chinese Were En- 
gaged That Day Outside 
Tien Tsin. 



N«val Brigade Commended by 
Admiral Bruce for Ihelrj 
Fine Work. 



Loudon, Aut;. ■J2-Rear- Admiral .Bjuce 
Iws cabled to the British CLdmlriilty 
from Taku, under date of Monday, 
'August 20, that the allies wore fight ins 
outside of 'I'ioii Tsin on Sunday, August 
19. 

Admiial Bruce also sent a (lespiiteli, 
dated Telviu, August 17, from the Geu- 
oral Otlicer Comraandiug tliero. In which 
nothing is said as to tlie situatiim at 
Pekiu. It gives a i)iirtial list of tlu' 
British casualticfi during the nicgo of 
tho log;itiiins, iucluding Ciipt. Bernard 
St routs, who died of wounds, and re- 
licts tlmt owing to the heavy road and 
forced inarch the naVal brigade was 
\in:il)le to iiarticipiite in the entry. Ho 
says tliiit the way they l>rouglit then- 
guns by boat and road from Tien Tsin 
is an acliievonicut of which tlicy may 
lie iiro\id. 

An olllcial despatch from Tien rsin, 
dalod Angnst 20, received nt Tokio, re- 
ports that the .Japanese occupied the 
ituperial palace at Pollin on August IC. 
juiii that on August 12 the Dowager 
Enipretis and tin' lOniperor and tlie nun- 
ister.s left Tekin with 3,000 troops. 
Their destination is yappos-.-d to be 
•Hsian Fu. 

Pckin, it is added, beiuR in. great con- 
fusion, was divided into several districts. 
■Half the Tartar city was placed under 
the control of the .Tapa"e-'5i>, and com- 
mittees of .Japanese, American, British, 
.Rutisian am! French ollieers were ap- 
pointed to maintaiu order. 

A detachment of .Japanese troops res- 
cued the foreign missionaries and Clii- 
iiese Oluislian conv>?rts who had been 
imprisoned in the palace. 

Two hundred Chinese wore killed or 
%V()iiuded. 

\VasIiing;oii, Aug. 22.— Tlie navy di- 
pnrtment ha.s received the following 
cablegram from Itcmoy: 

"dice Foo, Aug. 21. Takn. Aug. 20.—

Pretoria, Aug. 21.— The trial of Lieut. 
Conlua, formerly of the Trauavuttl artil- 
hry, on tlie charge of being concerned 
in the plot to kidn.ip Lord Roberts,' Was 
concluded to-day. The iirisoner was 
found guilty of all the counts la the in- 
dictment against him, but sentence was 
deferred until the findings of the court 
should be confirmed by Lord Roberts.

And Disentangle the Difference 
Among Mln'ers of Porcupine 
District. 



Mr. Justice Martin will he a passen- 
ger on the steamer Queen when she 
sails tor the North to-morrow. He goes 
up to Atlin to hold the tirst court of 
assize that has yet been held in I he 
Northern mining district, and after the 
court ha;; linished its sitting in .Vllin— it 
is expected to sit for a week or tni 
days— be will come out to Skagw.iy and 
proceed to Haines .Mission, whence he 
will go in over the Daltoii trail to the 
Porcupine district, wliich under the 
ti-rms o£ the modus viveiidi boundary 
line has been thrown under the juris- 
diction of British Columbia— at leas! 
until such time as an ultimate seilli- 
nuMit. is iiuide of the boundary (lues- 
tiun. 

Mr. .lustice Martin will go in lo the 
I'cn-cuiiine district as c(Miimissioner 
under the terms of tin' legislation IV- 
ccnlly passed by llie local house. 

The work to be aceomiilished by the 
Supreme court judge in the I'orcuiiiue 
district, which lies to the soiilli of the 
Coast range, will be somewhat like that 
of .Mr. .Jiisiicc Irving in .\tliii last year, 
save ill ilic respect lliat whereas Mr. 
.luslici' Irving siraightened out the 
tangle wliii'b aroi-e ovi'r llie niix-ups 
bi'tweon ('anadian miners over their 
claims, .Mr. .Iiistiee Martin will fji- 
called upon to disentangle the difl'er- 
cnces of lioili I'liitcd States and Cuna- 
dian iniiiers. 

\\'lieii the stampede began to tile Por- 
cnpine distriel soiiii' time ago, the dis- 
trict was then siiiuiosed to be within 
the territory of the I'nited Stales, and 
the Americans who bold claims there 
staked their projierties under the teriiiti 
of the United States mining laws, 
which grant lo prospectors a much 
larger sized claim tliaii dues the t.'ana- 
diau law, and are otherwise much difl'er- 
eiit from the laws British Coliinihia— 
for the district conies niuler tlu' provin- 
cial anil not the federal niiiiiiig laws. 
Canadians liavi' stakeil aceurdini; to the 
terms of the [irovineial ininiiig regula- 
tions, and eonseiinently. with luinerM of 
both nationalities Indding ilifTercnt sized 
claims and accounting; tlieniselves amen- 
able to difl'erent regulations, there is 
somewhat of a inix-iip in the latest 
addition to the mining territory of Brit- 
ish Columbia in the I''ar North, which 
has for so long been borrowed by the 
nation to the soulh. It is to piil these 
things straight that Mr. .lustice .Martin 
goes lo the I'orcupinc district. 

The f;ict lia.s been noted that the 
assizes at .Mliii are being held late in 
the year. Tljis is liue to the fact that 
it was not until the mnv sitting legis- 
lature passed the amendments to the 
.Furors Act that the assizes could be 
held. Under the teriiiH of the act prior 
to amendment it was impossible to get 
jurors to act in the Xortliern district. 

It is understood that some of the 
members nf the legal profession will go 
to the .\tliii district on circuit work. 
.Mr. Louis Seymour is to accompany Mr. 
.Justice Martin as secretary, both to the 
court of assisse at Atlin and to the Por- 
cupine difltrlct. He will make notes of 
all that is done, and it is not improbable 
that the records of the commission to 
llic> I'orcupine district may have a hear- 
ing upon the ultimate settlement of the 
boundary qncstion. 

The fact that there is a Porcupiiu' 
river away to the north, and a Porcu- 
pine district, is causing many amusing 
errors irj the American press. The 
Philadclpbia Enquirer some days ago 
printed a map of the territory ceded to 
Caaada by the terms of the moduts 
Vivendi, showing the Porcupine disirici 
away to the north of the Klondike ami 
contiguous to the big Porenpiue river. 
The paper published a map showing the 
U.ilton trail and all tbe local places of 
note in the district, which was placed 
by them at so great a distance to the 
north of wJiere it exists.

A Uespiitcli of yosterilii.v says tliiit the 
Biier Coreiti ;;ntlu"riHl :it MuchiiiUulorp 
miinbor 8,000, luiil that tlioy have with 
them the whole of the artillery, If .tliiH 
is the ease, Mnehiulodorp will prove a 
jirotty hiii-d nut to crack. Lord Ilobi-rts 
seems to lie tiikinj; his time iiliout at- 
tacking tliis position, probably l)ccause 
lie realizes tliuC upon the result of his 
niovemeut very much depends. If ho 
can break up the euemy here, the war 
will enJ forthwith. Meanwhile it Is 
desirable that I)e\vpt shouUl be disposed 
of, and tlie activity of our forccv west 
of Protoriu indicates that this part of 
the campaign is progrcsslug satisfactor- 
ily. The report that Dcwet had es- 
caped Kitchener is now seen to be with- 
out founilation. Kitchener moved 
qnickiy to relieve tlie Elands garrison, 
which h.> (lid without serious dilllculty. 
He has been in close touch with the 
«uemy since, and fiow we have Hamil- 
ton and Baden-Powell also engaging the 
.same body. Tliere Hcenis to be consid- 
erable force of the enemy west of Pre- 
toria, but they will doubtless be soon 
taken care of. One miKht almost sup- 
pose that lloberts is waiting until opera- 
tions iu that quarter have been satis- 
factorily concluded before he attempts 
to drive the enemy from Mnchadodorp. 
We shall soun see whether the Boers 
can make a resiestanco equal to that put 
up at Lady smith, Kimberley and Mafo- 
kins. 

A PROMISING COUNTRY. 

Mr. Herbert C. Hanlim is in the city. 

. He has been spending considerable 
time in the Bulkeley Valley, which, as 
every one ought to know, is in the cen- 
tral part of the province. It is reached 
by going south from Hazleton. Mr. 
Hankln rode on horseback about 1(50 

-miles trcni Hazleton, swinging round in 
a sonieivhat circular course and stop- 
ping at a point whicli his Indian guide 
told him was about a day's travel, or 
not more than 40 miles, from salt water, 
cither at Kitimant Arm or Kildnlihi 
Arm, which are the hwlles of water into 
which HoiiKlas Cliannel divides. Here 
be located a (quartz proposition, and his 
brother witli some others are developing 
"it. They have a tunnel running into 
the niouutnin in ore for a distance of 
80 feet. The ore carri«>s coi>per and 
gold, and is of moderate richness. It 
occurs in vast iiuautities. He says that 
the whole region is mineralized, and 
that although he has liccn in meet parts 
of. British Coiunihin where mining is 
carried on, he never saw so much min- 
eral. In one plaee Indians have done 
some placer lninin^^ and uiadc about '^'i 
ji day with very crude appliances. Mr. 
Hankin proposes next season to test 
the value of the strains in thi.s ptirticu- 
Jar. 

But the most ■ inleres'ting part of the 
story whicli he teliti is not in refereiici' 
to niiiieial. We have beard so iiiu<-li 
about mineralized country that we are 
all tt little skeptical about it, or at least 
we do not enthuse over the most inter- 
esting story. It is when ho speaks of 
the region as a site of a future settli'- 
mcut that one feels there is sonietliing 
in that part of the province deserving 
of immediate attention on the part of 
the goyernmqnt. After the mountains 
iiVound 'the' hOad of OoUglnfl 'Channel 
have been passed— and they do not pre- 
sent any very serious obstacle — the 
country is found to be ver>' open and 
extremely fertile. Mr. Hankiu says 
that the Vild pea grows so tall and 
strong that a horse will become tangled 
up in it, and he has measured a bliie- 
toiiped grass that was over KW iiiclies 
hiKh. lie bari ridden through such 
grass, and it was higlter than, his head 
.Arheii. he, wa8,on,lipraeback^.?^ Tkjs grass 



makes excellent hdy. The Hudson's 
Bay Company have a ranch there, at 
which stock is wintered, and tlio men 
run their mowing machines over the 
prairie and cut all the hay they require. 
There are some enormous areas of land 
fit for grazing and hay, and a very 
large extent that is adaptixl to farming. 
In tihort, he thinks it ontx of the most 
attractive sections of thC; country that 
he has ever visited. 

Mr. Hankin made inquiries from the 
man in charge of the Hndson's Bay 
Company's ranch, and was told that the 
tlieriiionieter goes down .ns far o,") 
below zero in the winter, but the period 
of cold weather is not long. The snow 
fall is not heavy, and In many places 
tJio ground Is blown clear. He saw 
horsen that wintered out last year, and 
they looked none the worse for it after 
gettitig on the sprinc grass. The sum- 
mer weather is very delightful, and he 
noticed no frost, although for a part 
of the season he was at a considerable 
elevation. 

What this section of the country need.s 
at Once in onler to secure its settlement 
is a highway road, Mr. Hankin Bays. 
He claims that if any one ever goes 
into that region, looking (or a place to 
make a home, he will remain there, for 
everything is fav(M-able. Game and 
tisli are abundiint. He is not (piite 
sure as to the proper place for a starting 
point for the road. He says it is (los- 
sible that Kihlahla Arm affords tlie 
most feasible rmite to the interior, and 
in any event lie docs not think the ro.id 
should strike out for the Skeena, as 
man} p(Hi[)le tliiiik. He would fav( r 
the coustriu'tlon of about ,">(> miles of 
highway directly through the highland 
along the head of either of the arms, 
so as to reach the open country in the 
rear. Some rock work would lie 
necessary, but from his observations he 
d<ies not thiuk the road would be very 
expensive. After the mountains were 
passed, it would be no«4.;iile to make a 
wagon road to Hazleton with small out- 
lay. Indeed, it would almorit be possible 
to drive a wagon all the way to Hazle- 
ton williout any road being made. 
After the Coast Ilnuge has been passed 
a very open country is reached; of its 
extent Mr. Ilaakin sayK it is impos- 
sible to judge, but it is very large. 

This is certainly information of veiy 
gri'at interest, and while it Is not wholly 
new — for similar accoiuits can be found 
in . many „ government reports, 'it is 
brought honte with special force at the 
present time, when so nuich attention is 
being directed to that part of the prov- 
ince. There i,s no manner of doubt 
that' this district ought to be opened to 
sdttlement as soon as possilih'. and it is 
highly satisfactory to have reason to 
think that the mineral resourcen of the 
country are such that it is likely to 
prove a producer of gold and copper. 



authorities. The object aimed at is to 
deprive the government of Canada of 
any such force in British Columbia.

CAN THIS BE TRUE? 

Mr. John Grant, of Hosaland, is cred 

ited by the P(i«t-Intelligencer with the 
statement tliat at the meeting of tlio 
Trades ami Ijabor Oonucil of Western 
Canada, to be hold ne.xt week, "a law" 
will be passed to "prohibit union men 
from joining the local militia." Wo tak 
leave to doubt if Mr, ,7ohn Grant of 
Kossland has any authority to speak for 
till' loyal and patriotic workingmen of 
B^iti^h Columbia, and also if the labor 
unions will recognize the authority of 
the Trades and Labor Congress to pass 
sucli "a la%v." But we do not propose 
that tsuch a position shall be taken by 
any one without making a strenuous |iro- 
test against such a thing even being pro- 
posed, not to sny acted upon. We draw 
iittiition lo Mr. Grant's exprestiion, "A 
law" ici to he jiassed. Is it going to bo 
claimed that lliere i.s a law-making pou'- 
er epai't from the parliament of Canada 
and the provincial legislature whom any 
person in British Columbia is bound to 
recognize? We are not surprised that 
soiiii' a,i,'itators think so. They have at 
li'ast a color of jnntilication for so doing 
by the remarks made by certain agitators 
on the floor of the legislature, and what 
wo cannot help regarding as a mi/;take, 
the appointment of a leyri.sla live conimit- 
tce to inve.-itigate the circunistaiiccs at- 
tending the calling out of the militia at 
Steveston. We give fair warning that 
there are mcuiberB of the legislature who 
are trowing the wind and must reap the 
wliirhvind. If the evil could be con- 
liiied only to those who are res])oiiH;iil 
for it. there would not be so much cause 
for objection; but unhappily the mischief 
will he more general in its scope, Law- 
abiding peoi)le must be prepared to as- 
sert themselves and check this disloyal 
demagoxuery hefori- it is too lali'. 

If any organization in thin country un- 
dertakes to say that a British suliject 
shall not join the militia except under' 
grave pains and penalties, which may e.\ 
tend to prevent him from earniii.t; his liv-j 
ing at his trade or calling, it will be timei 
for tho oflleers of the crown to see if 
sttcb an organization is not an! 
illegal body. If there is no 
law to nicrt tiuch a cane, tho 
criiiiiii.al code should bo cloth- 
ed with powerM to meet the emergency 
which lias arisen. This is either a Brit- 
ish country or it is not. ,If it ia a Brit- 
ish country then no body of meii witliin 
it can be permitted to Interfere with any 
person in the discharge of bis patriotic 
duty, and one of the best ways in which 
this duty can be performed by young 
mt^n ifl to unite themselves with tho 
militia. 

Of course it it; obvious what such ngi- 
tator.s as Mr. Grant Lave in mind. Or- 
dinarily iu British countries the ordin- 
ary proccPHos of the courts arc sufDciont 
to secure men in their rights and prevent 
infractions of the law, but with us, as in 
every organized government, the ultimate 
resort for the preservation of order is 
tho armed force at thu disposal of the 



The Times says that the men working 
on Broad street for tho city drop their 
tools very promi'itly when the bell rings. 
That is all right. A very largo em- 
ployer of labor once said, one of bin 
men dropped his hammer at the souml 
of the whistle and started home: "That's 
all right. AH I have a right to ask in 
that ho will be just as prompt when the 
whistle blows lor them to go to work 
again." The Colonist can add Its com- 
pliments to those of the Times on the 
really excellent work being done on 
Broad street. 

To a man on the outside it looked as 
if the house lost a lot of time needlessly 
yesterday. Tho Spi-akiT was right in 
directing attention to the fact that cer- 
tain -irreguiacities bad been committed, 
but they had dearly been cured by tlTe 
action of the house. Wheu a bill has 
reached its third reading, it may be 
assumed that if any mien of procedure 
have na<t been followed, they have been 
waived. In this view of the case, 
which we believe will be borne out by 
the iirece<UTit8, the bills might have 
gone to third reailing after the Speaker 
had drawn the attention of the govern- 
ment to the irregularity. 

The \'aucouver World accuses the Col- 
onist of jiititityiiig tho action of the 
Senate in throwing out the Stikiue-Teslin, 
charter. Surely the World ought not to 
have forgotten that the Coloniiit gave 
that charter its hearty support. Tlie 
Times continues to couple its advocacy of 
an ull-Cauadiau line with attacks upon 
our representatives at Ottawa. It would 
be jufit as well to allow these things -to 
rest while we all get together and 
strengthen the hands of the British Col 
umbia government iu securing an all 
Canadian liue from tho Coast. To get 
this would be worth more than the elec- 
tion or defeat of any particttlar cand 
date.

Groat Northern Now ConU-ol Kooteuay 
Railway & Navigation Co. 

After a series of attempts, extending 
over a period of two year.*, it is an- 
nounced that the tireat Northern rail- 
way has secured control of tho Kooteuay 
Railway & Navigation Company, and 
will operate the siime in connection 
with itB own main line system. Tlie 
Kootenay line is a short line extending 
about 20 miles northward trom Bonner's 
Kenry, on the main line of the Great 
Northern, to the southern extremity of 
Lake Kootenay, Avhere it has communi- 
cation with a line of freight steamers 
calliug at all the lake ports and topping 
the great Kootenay mining district. 

The output 'of ore hauled by the 
Kootenay Rnilwoy & Navigation Com- 
pany, it is said, amounts to many 
thousand tons per day. 

The Great Northern will operate its 
new acquisition ns an indpendent line, 
but, it is said, will make a through rate 
on ore shipments. 

In the same connection It Is said the 
road contemplates extending the rail- 
road portion of 'their purchase eastward 
from the south of Lake Kootenay 
toward Port Steele, tapping n very rich 
section of country just north of the 
Montana boundary.

A Tragedy 

At Kitchikan 



U< S. Marshal Masey Shoots and 
Kills Dan Robinson a 
Cannery Boss. 



Details of the Tragic Affair 
Brought by the Steamer 
Tees. 



.News of a tragedy nt Ketchikan, W- 
atka, wag brought by the Kteanier Tees, 
which arrived from Skagway yesterda 
morning. B. O. Hascy, the United States 
marshal at the Alaskan cannery and min- 
ing to^vn, whicli rises from the sea and 
clings to the sides of Kome of the mouu- 
tnina in the territory claimed by the 
United States to the north of Portlaud 
Caual, shot and killed Dan nobir.Kon, 
the horn of tbe cannery crew, following 
an endeavor to arrest tlie cannery boss. 
Th latter had "cut Joose" after a drunk- 
en sipree and resisted arrest for nesault- 
iiig nn Indian buck and two klootchmen 
oil the r.mchcrie near Ketchikan, 

On SuturUay, August 18, it seems, thor» 
was an election at Ketchikan, ntid litiuor 
flawed Ireely that evening. The can 
nory bad completed ita pack iind Dun 
Robinson proceeded to get very dniuk. 
Before tlien he had borne a j;ood reputa- 
tion, and had Khowii hiuifielC to be in- 
dustrious. He got ver}' boisterous and 
started off to hits shack in Indian town, 
determined to make things howl. He 
wna murrieU to one o£ the Indian wo- 
men, and on his entering the cabin, she 
lied. She ran into an adjoining hut, and 
Kohinson followed. When the buck there 
and his kJootchnuia took a hand in tbo 
row ho proceeded to bout all thrw. The 
ladiaog were being badly beaten when 
Bomo iiolglibofS rail to brinL' tllo marfihal. 

United Statcts Marshal Hasoy strapped 
on his shooting iron and hurried to the 
rancherie to bring in RobiiiKon. The lar 
ter. though, was warned of his coming 
nnd stepped out into the open to meet 
the marshal. Haeey presented his revol- 
ver ut the drunken man and call*;d upon 
him to throw up his hands, but the latter 
began to swear ut the marHhnJ and con- 
tinued to go forward toward hiin. Uasey 
lited four times lit him without effect. 
Robinson then eprnng for^vard and, 
clutching the muxshal, threw his down 
In the Btrugglu which followed he s<'iz- 
ed the marshal's revolver and throw it 
into the bay. 

Husey, while Eobinfion wutj throwing 
away the revolver, sprang to his feet 
and called upon him to srSve in to the law. 
"Give in nothlnjf," Robinson tlicn Haid 
"I'll fix you." He then picked u[) an 
oar from a nearby boat and went for 
the marshal. 

He swung the oar nnd the marshal, 
unable to get out of the radiue of the 
sweep, was struck on the arm. His ana 
was broken in two places. Itobinsun 
struck him eeverul times with the ua.. 
and badly cut the marjihal's face. 

Then an impulse seizing the dnmlirn 
man, he sliouted to the Indians to get 
him a riile, and, on none oC them com- 
plying \yith biti request, he ran into a 
nearby cabin to search for firearms. The 
marshal in the meantime ran towards the 
town. He had not been gone long when 
Uobin.son emerged from one of tJie cab- 
ins bearing it Wiiiehestfr rille, and ho 
.M>t out aerotis tlie wa^:te towards Ketclii- 
kan, looking for the marshal. He pa 
trolled till,' stre«.-t for a short time, but 
was unable to see tbe marsb;i,l. Then at 
5 a.m. on the 39th he \vent towards 
LJasey's houHe. 

He was about nft.y fi.-ct away from the 
bouKe when the marshal came out upon 
the Btoo]) ami called to him to surrender. 
He shouted a string of expletives, and 
hardly had he finished K[)eaking when fJie 
mar.shal began blazing away at him from 
the stoop. The offlcer fired throe shots. 
But one fihot took effect, and tliis w 
fatal. The bullet entered Robinson's 
back nnd paiSijed through his lungs. The 
cannery man then staggered forward 
about Kix feet, trying im be did to present 
tbe rifle, ami fell dead. 

'll.tny of the people of Ketchikan, when 
the Tees was there, in • diseuasing the 
matter, oxpresecd the oiiinion that tbe 
ranrshnl acted hastily, and that he should 
have made another attempt to .irroet 
Itobin<ion before eiiootiug to kill. 

Robinson is supposed to have come 
from British Columbia, though no one 
knew positively.

A'POOR SEASON. 

Sockeye. . Bun Over— Canneries Make 
Poor Packs. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Aug. 22.— The sockeye 
run has.. come to . an end, and a great 
many of tho'flshermen are putting their 
nets into winter quarters. At a meet- 
ing held by thf canners at their Van- 
couver Offices to-day, it was agreed by 
all the canners present "that, considering 
th(» number of cainieries in operation, 
this year is tho worst on record, each 
cannery getting less lish than in auj> 
other season in the history of the indus- 
try in tho province. The pack for tho 
present season will be 125,000 cases. 
In 1SS8 and 1892 the packs were very 
small, that of 1802 being 05,000 and 
that of 1888 about the same. But in 
1888 there were only a few canneries 
scattered along the river, while in 1S02 
there were not more than one-third of 
the present number of canneries, and 
less than one-third the number of fisher- 
men.
